My dear Mr. Chairman: 

We wish to submit the views of this Agency on S. 3529, 92nd 
Congress, a bill "To prescribe certain standards and procedures 
governing the establishment and operation of advisory committees in the 
Federal Government, and for other purposes." 


In its present form, S. 3529 raises several problems for the 
Agency. The provisions of most concern are the requirements: 

a. To publicize the existence of an advisory committee; 

b. To file with the Library of Congress a committee 
charter involving information on the committee's objective 
and scope of activity and a description of its duties; 

c. To file committee reports with the Library of Congress; 


d. To provide to the Librarian of Congress committee 
records, transcripts, working papers, drafts, studies and othei 
documents upon a committee 1 s termination; 

e. To audit the nature and extent of the committee's 
activities by the Comptroller General, and 

f. To make a determination in writing and publish it in the 
Federal Register prior to each meeting which is to be closed to 
the public and for which the minutes of the meeting are not to be 
available upon the request of any person because of security 
considerations.
